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£6m facelift 
around Abbey 
Wood station 


AREAS around 
the new Crossrail 
station at Abbey 
Wood are set to 
benefit from a £6m 
makeover. 

The money will cover 
landscaping and other 
improvements around 
the station and nearby 
roads. 

More than £2 
million of the total is 
extra funding from 
Transport for London 
(TfL) after a successful 
joint bid by Royal 
Greenwich and Bexley 
Councils. 

It will be used 
to pay for major 
improvements to the 
area immediately 

around the new 
station, as part of the 
wider regeneration 
of Abbey Wood. This 
includes more than 200 
new homes, and a new 
hotel, supermarket and 
public square. There 
will also be a new 
library, equipped with 
IT and other facilities 
for the community. 

The new station, now 
being built, is due to 
open in 2018. It will 
speed journeys into 
London and beyond 


and local people will 
be able to get into 
central London in just 
20 minutes. 

The cash will pay for 
improvements such 
as new and better 
pavements on Harrow 
Manor Way, and cycle 
lanes leading towards 
the station entrance 
area. 

Parts of Felixstowe I 
Road and Gayton 
Road close to the 
station will get new 
paving, parking for \ 
disabled users, short- < 
stay parking, and t 
drop-off points. Cycle 
parking will also be 
provided, along with 
new benches and 
newly-planted trees. [ 
The work will carry ( 
on up to 2018 and is 
due to be completed j 
by the time the new | 
station opens.

WE are writing to inform you about 
the deteriorating situation regarding 
litter in our local area. This term in 
school we went on a litter pick in the 
streets surrounding our school. When 
we got back, we emptied out our rubbish 
bags and we saw how easy it can be 
for vast amounts of rubbish to form so 
quickly. Whilst on the litter pick, our 
class counted how much gum there was 
along just one road (Pound Park Road, 
Charlton). We found that there were 362 
pieces on one path. The weight of the 
rubbish we collected in 30 minutes was 
approximately 10kg. We also estimated 
that around 70-80% of the collected waste 
could have been recycled. Did you know 
that we currently only recycle around 
30% of waste, when 70% can be recycled 
or reused? 

This litter is also destroying habitats for 


animals and if we carry on like this, the 
animals won’t have anywhere to live and 
will eventually become extinct. Did you 
know that approximately one million 
birds die each year because of ingesting 
toxic plastics? 

The majority of Greenwich residents do 
pick up their litter and recycle, but we 
are appealing to the minority of people 
who don’t. If we all put in the effort, 
our local area would be a much more 
enjoyable place to live in. We want to be 
proud of our royal borough and for that 
to happen we would like people to spread 
the word so that fewer people litter. Help 
us to make Greenwich greener! Think 
before you throw rubbish away: can it be 
recycled?

Award for safety campaign 


A SUCCESSFUL clampdown on kerb 
crawling and street prostitution in 
Plumstead has won a top award for borough 
police and the council. 

They were presented with a silver award 
in the Safer Communities category at a New 
Scotland Yard awards ceremony, hosted by 
Met police chief Sir Bernard-Hogan-Howe 
on November 24. 

It followed a campaign targeted on 
Church Manor Way in Plumstead, which 
involved treating sex workers as victims, 
supporting and encouraging them to give 
up prostitution, while the police tackled 
kerb crawlers and drug dealers coming 
to the area. It led to the arrest of 29 men 
for kerb crawling, with 14 gang members 
sentenced to a total of 30 years in prison 
between them for drug dealing. One man 
later received 13 years in prison after being 
convicted of rape. 

The awards, called the London Problem 
Orientated Partnership (POP) Awards, 
is an annual ceremony that celebrates 
innovative and effective partnership 
working between local authorities and the 
police to tackle the causes of crime in a 


local area. 

The judging panel was made up of 
representatives from the Met, the 
London Mayor’s Office for Policing and 
Crime (MOPAC), the London Councils 
organisation, and Transport for London. 

The silver award was received by council 
community safety officers and members 
of the Plumstead Safer Neighbourhood 
Policing Team. 

Cllr Jackie Smith, the council’s cabinet 
member for community safety and 
environment, said: “I would like to 
congratulate all those involved in helping 
to win this prestigious award. Prostitution 
is far too complex an issue to solve 
overnight. What we did achieve was to 
ensure that the residents of Church Manor 
Way were not blighted by the kerb crawling, 
drug dealing and drug use that this kind of 
activity brings with it. Taking a different 
approach with the women afforded us the 
opportunity to engage with them about 
their own safety and educate them about 
the variety of services available to them 
and to encourage them to change what they 
do.”

No let up for fraudster 

Sub-letting council flat costs tenant £44,000

A FORMER council tenant has been 
ordered to pay back £44,000 to the 
royal borough after she sublet her 
Woolwich flat - for six years. 

Mental health support worker Elizabeth 
Agboola, 48, left her one-bedroom council 
flat in Edge Hill in 2006, and moved into a 
house in Dagenham, Essex, which she had 
bought with her partner. She then sublet 
the flat 

The council’s Internal Audit and Anti- 
Fraud team went to her Edge Hill flat and 
found she was making a profit by charging 
a higher rent to her tenants than she was 
paying to the council. 

The council repossessed the property 
through a court order. In a criminal 
prosecution before Bexley Magistrates 
Agboola pleaded guilty that she failed 
to declare she had left the flat, under the 
Fraud Act 

The case was passed to Woolwich Crown 
Court for sentencing, and on November 
21 Recorder Avik Mukherjee gave her a 
12-month suspended prison sentence, and 
ordered her to carry out 100 hours unpaid 
community work. 

The council also asked for £42,138 for 
the costs it had incurred in providing 
emergency accommodation for people 
who could have used Agboola’s flat. They 


also asked to be paid the £1,973 profit that 
Agboola had made from renting it out. 

The Recorder ordered Agboola to replay 
£44,111 to the council within the next 12 
months, saying: “This was a deliberate 
and prolonged fraud with intent to make 
money for yourself, without thought for 
others who could have been housed in this 
property.” 

Cllr Chris Kirby, the council’s cabinet 
member for housing, said: “When a tenant 
vacates a property and then sublets it to 
others, they are guilty of housing fraud. 
They are depriving families or individuals 
on the waiting list of desperately needed 
accommodation. This is a selfish crime. 

“In this particular case Ms Agboola 
did just that. In a time of need the royal 
borough accommodated her until she was 
able to afford her own house. But rather 
than return her property for others to use, 
she sublet it and began to make a profit 
from it. This deceitful act has cost the 
taxpayers of Greenwich over £40,000 and I 
am pleased to hear that not only was she 
caught and given a criminal record, but 
she now has to repay the full £44,111 to the 
royal borough. 

“This is another example of the 
excellent work that officers undertake 
within the royal borough and this case 
will hopefully be read by those that are 
currently defrauding us of much-needed 
accommodation or who are thinking of 
instigating such a selfish act.”

Shot in the arm for flu campaign 


THE campaign to encourage residents 
to get flu safe for winter received a shot 
in the arm this week - from the Mayor 
of Royal Greenwich, Cllr Mick Hayes, 
who popped into a Greenwich clinic this 
week to have his jab. 

The Mayor, who at 66, is in one of 
the age groups being targeted by the 
campaign, received his jab from Dr 
Ellen Wright, Clinical Chair of NHS 
Greenwich Clinical Commissioning 
Group, at the Vanbrugh Hill Health 
Centre, Greenwich, where she has a 
surgery. 

The Mayor told GT: “It was a very 
quick process, all over in just a moment. 
To know that this simple jab has made 
me flu-safe for the winter is incredibly 


reassuring - and with the process such 
an easy one, I would encourage everyone 
who is in one of the target groups to go 
and have their jab right away.” 

Groups particularly being targeted 
by the campaign are those considered 
at greatest risk from the effects of 
flu - including everyone aged 65 years 
or over, everyone living in a long stay 
residential care or nursing home, some 
carers and health or social care workers, 
anyone with a serious long term health 
condition and all pregnant women at 
any stage of pregnancy.

Painted Hall's £7m 
restoration boost 


CONSERVATION work on the historic 
painted hall of the Old Royal Naval College 
is set to be completed thanks to funding 
from The Heritage Lottery Fund. 

The Painted Hall is the largest continuous 
painted surface in the UK stretching over 
4,250 square metres, and now Sir James 
Thornhill’s masterpiece that took 19 years 
to paint is set to be restored so it can be 
enjoyed for years to come as the next 
phase of conservation has been given the 
go-ahead. 

The Heritage Lottery Fund announced 
that it has earmarked funding of £2.77 
million, including a development grant 
of £98,800, to The Greenwich Foundation 
towards its £7m scheme to complete the 
work. The second phase of conservation 
at the Old Royal Naval College building 
will include cleaning and restoring 3,700 
square metres of painted wall surface 
including the great ceiling in the lower 
Hall, removing layers of dirt and varnish 
to unlock the colour and vibrancy of the 
paintings. 

Sue Bowers, Head of the Heritage Lottery 
Fund for London, said: “This Baroque 
masterpiece is one of the lesser-known 
treasures at the heart of the Greenwich 
World Heritage Site. HLF funded the first 
stage of restoration works and we are now 
delighted to support plans to complete the 
project.” 

“This is absolutely wonderful news,” 
said Brendan McCarthy, Chief Executive 
of the Greenwich Foundation. “Ever 
since the first phase of conservation was 
completed, we’ve been looking forward to 
restoring the rest of the Painted Hall and

the Heritage Lottery Fund stage 1 pass 
has taken us a long way towards that, 
although much fundraising remains to 
be done. The second phase of the Painted 
Hall conservation will transform the 
experience of visiting this remarkable 
painted interior, and people can also be 
part of the exciting project by helping us 
to reach our £7m target.” 

The Painted Hall will be under 
scaffolding for around two years after the 
start of works, however the public will 
still have access to the Hall, including on 
the scaffolding itself. Visitors, including 
wheelchair users, will be able to get close 
up to the painted surfaces and watch 
conservators at work. Work is expected 
to be completed by summer 2018 with the 
overall project completed the following 
year.

by Dick Townsend-Smith Borough adopts new food hygiene ratings 


PEOPLE planning to go out for a 
meal in the run-up to Christmas are 
being urged to check the restaurant 
or cafe’s food hygiene rating. 

The advice is “look before you book 
to avoid risking stomach upsets or even 
food poisoning. 

This is the first Christmas since Royal 
Greenwich joined a new national scheme 
run by the Food Standards Agency. 

It means people can make like-for-like 
comparisons on food hygiene ratings 
with eateries in other parts of London 
and the rest of the country. 

Previously the council operated its 
own scheme. The new scheme’s score 
runs from zero to five, but only when 
the score hits ‘three’ is it considered 
generally satisfactory. 

A zero means urgent improvements 
are needed, a ‘one’ means major 
improvements are necessary, and a ‘two’ 
says minor improvements are required. A 
score of four means the hygiene is good, 
and five means it is very good. 

Businesses are able to display a window 
sticker showing their rating and the rating 
is published online so diners can check 
whilst on the move. At the moment, all hot 
food businesses in Woolwich which have 
gained five-stars are displaying a window 
sticker. Others are being encouraged by 
the council to display their stickers, even 
if they do not have the highest score.

Council Tax fraudster caught 


A WOMAN who falsely claimed single 
persons council tax has been found out by 
fraud investigators. 

It followed a man's visit to the Woolwich 
Centre on an unrelated matter concerning 
the Blackheath address where she claimed 
to live alone. 

An investigation was launched by council 
fraud investigators after the man said he 
lived there with his wife. 

Enquiries identified that the landlord of 
the property was Abimbola Ogunleye - 
a 46-year-old student from Beckenham. 
However, she was receiving a reduction 
of 25% off the Council Tax charge for the 
Greenwich property after claiming she lived 
there alone. 

As a result of her fraudulent declaration, 
council officers interviewed Ms Ogunleye 
in February this year and she admitted that 
she had not been living at the Blackheath 
address and that it was currently rented to 
tenants. 

When she appeared before Bexley 
Magistrates last month, the court heard 


her false claim had resulted in a Council 
Tax reduction of £888.14 between February 
2011 and March 2014. 

Ms Ogunleye pleaded guilty to one offence 
under the Fraud Act 2006 on November 1 7. 

The Judge took account of her early guilty 
plea and sentenced her to a 12 month 
community order and 60 hours unpaid for 
the community. She was ordered to pay £300 
to cover the council's costs and is now also 
repaying the defrauded amount of £888.14 
to the Council Tax section. 

A Royal Borough of Greenwich spokesperson 
said: "The royal borough is reliant on the 
revenue it receives from the Council Tax. It 
is vital that the royal borough protects every 
part of its income to ensure it can deliver 
these services. 

"I hope it will be a warning to others that we 
will considerall options including prosecution 
to recover amounts claimed fraudulently."

It’s nice to have 
a good rating for when 
more people start paying 
attention to it.”

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Zone in on new 
parking controls 


RESIDENTS and businesses are 
being asked to comment on plans to 
extend parking controls in Eltham. 

The council is consulting on proposals to 
improve parking arrangements in the area 
after feedback from local people. It has 
drawn up plans to try to deter commuter 
parking by introducing parking controls 
in some streets (see below) which don’t 
currently have them. 

The proposals follow a survey last year 
where local people and businesses were 
asked for their views on parking controls. 

The plans reflect the majority view of 
people in individual roads as to whether 
they want new parking controls in their 
street. Draft plans suggest adding some 
new streets to the existing Controlled 
Parking Zones ‘E’ and ‘EC’ - which cover 
areas around the town centre. 

Proposals also suggests changes to 
parking controls on streets which 
are already in a parking zone, mainly 
changing some free bays to permit holder 
only to try to deter nuisance parking. 

Cllr Danny Thorpe, the cabinet member 


for regeneration and transport said: 
“What’s important is that local people 
and businesses have helped shape 
these proposals. The new streets we’re 
suggesting adding into the parking zones 
are those where a majority of people have 
said they want this. 

“We know that problem parking in 
Eltham has become a big concern to 
local people which is why we’ve listened 
and taken action. We now want to hear 
what people in Eltham think about these 
proposals so please do take the time to go 
to see them at the Eltham Centre or take 
a look online.” 

The consultation runs until Friday 
January 23.

only residents and businesses within the 
consultation zone are eligible to respond. 
They will be sent a set of consultation 
documents through the post with a unique 
reference number to use if they wish to 
respond online.

TRAINEE classroom assistants have all 
been given an A for effort after passing 
their courses with flying colours. 

Free teaching assistant training and 
career support for almost 50 people 
was provided by the royal borough. 
The 14-week courses for the NVQ Level 
2 qualification were run in response 
to requests from parents who used 
royal borough’s children’s centres. 

And last month, Cllr John Fahy, the 
cabinet member for children’s services, 
attendedtheirgraduationeventatGlyndon 
Children’s Centre to see the successful 
trainees receive their qualification. 

The training courses were set up 
at three children’s centres - Slade, 
Rachel McMillan and Greenacres. It 
followed feedback from parents who 
were asked about their ambitions and 
aspirations regarding employment. 

It emerged that the role of a teaching 
assistant is a popular option for parents 
with childcare commitments who are 
keen to work as it mirrors school hours. 

Forty-eight parents completed 
the training course, which also 
included support from GLLaB, 
the borough’s Local Labour and 
Business Service which provided CV 
guidance and help with job searches. 

Of the parents that gained the NVQ 
qualification, 10 are now in work and 
18 are in further education - including 
Teaching Assistant level 3 training at 
Glyndon Children’s Centre, which began 
last month. Other trainees are continuing 
to receive support to find jobs. 

Qualified TA Leon Foster-Connikie, 
said: “I had been considering working 
in education for a long time but I wasn’t 
able to overcome the hurdles of going to 


college or university. Having the course at 
the children’s centre was ideal as it worked 
well around my family commitments.” 

Toni Palmer, another parent who 
recently gained NVQ qualification said: 
“This course has given me the confidence 
and skills to get a job. I am now employed 
as a Teaching Assistant within Greenwich 
and also currently working towards the 
NVQ Level 3 qualification all thanks to 
the support from the royal borough.” 

Cllr Sizwe James, the royal borough’s 
cabinet member for business, employment 
and skills, told GT: “I must congratulate 
the parents who worked hard to gain

THE New Lodge Riding Centre in 
Mottingham Lane, Eltham, has been 
awarded a £3,000 cash windfall. 

It has come from the Lloyds Bank 
Community Fund scheme, after the 
public voted for it in a ballot. 

New Lodge RDA is a small Riding for the 
Disabled group and has been providing 
horse riding for adults and children 
with disabilities and special needs for 
the past 30 years. Hilary Crawford, the 
group's organiser and instructor, said 
the award would make a big difference 
and ensure it would be able to continue 
to offer up-to-date facilities for disabled 
riders and their families. 

She said: "We have 13 horses here 
and 50 regular riders, who are mostly 
children. We also have volunteer helpers 
including 1 5 schoolchildren, and retired 
people who help as well. We will use the 
money to update our facilities. 

"We work with people across the 
spectrum of disabilities, age and social 
status. We try to ensure that each 
individual has the opportunity to 
achieve their personal goals, and chance 
to experience a direct therapeutic 
benefit through horse riding. We have 
up to 80 riders each week. 

"Winning this grant will enable us 
to immediately start upgrading our 
facilities, the priority of which is getting 
the sand-school resurfaced. This will 
give a better, safer riding surface for 
both riders and horses and ensure that 
we continue throughout the winter."

BIDDING FOR PROPERTIES 

People on the Housing register are able to bid for all properties, 
regardless of their banding. You must be eligible for the size of 
property and bids will be considered in the following order: 

First Band A, followed by Band B both in priority date order. 

Those in Band C will then be considered in registration date order. 

Please note that there will still be some properties with age 
restrictions so only people of this age group can apply for these. 


BAND 

A is for applicants in unsatisfactory housing, including 
people moving due to demolition and those 
underoccupying their homes. 

B is for applicants the Royal Borough of Greenwich 
must prioritise according to the law, particularly 
homeless people, and others with an urgent need 
to move for medical or welfare reasons. 

C is for all applicants on the housing register, 

including those that are in priority bands A and B.
